Over the years Quintana has been involved with 
Essex Council Boys Scouts of America Explorer Officers, 
Rick Ceron Little League, Girl's & Boys's Clubs of Newark, 
and the Urban Youth Task Force all of which involve our 
leaders of tomorrow. On January 1985 the Advisory 
Committee on Cultural and Tourist Affairs of the 
Municipality of Anasco, Puerto Rico awarded him with the 
most Distinguished Young Man of the Year Award, and he 
received a citation from the New Jersey General Assembly 
chosen him the Most Distinguished Young Man of 1984. On 
November 1990, Luis was chosen as a Board Member of the 
Essex County Vocational School. He is al so a Member of 
the Board of Trustees of the United Way. 


In 1981, Luis Quintana became a member of the 
Democratic County Committee. In December of 1985, 
Councilman Sharpe James decided he needed an energetic 
and dedicated aide, he then appointed Luis Quintana to 
that position. In 1986 when Sharpe James was elected as 
the Mayor of Newark, he then recognized that Luis Quintana 
had distinguished himself as a dedicated and tireless worker 
on behalf of the entire City of Newark as well as the 
Hispanic Community.
